Supertanker skims oil as spill now 
worst accident on record 


Obama eulogizes veteran 
US lawmaker 


NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana 
(AFP) - A Taiwanese super¬ 
tanker began preliminary ef¬ 
forts to skim oil in the Gulf of 
Mexico yesterday as the dis¬ 
aster became the worst acci¬ 
dental spill on record. 

Rough seas and strong 
winds continued to delay 
clean-up efforts, displace pro¬ 
tective booms and push the 
oil deeper into fragile coastal 
wetlands, endangering 
wildlife preserves and the 
thousands of birds nesting 
there. 

’’This is going to be a very 
long and arduous clean-up 
operation in the days to 
come,” said Coast Guard Ad¬ 


miral Paul Zukunft. 

’Tm especially concerned 
with some of the wildlife 
habitats.” 

An estimated 35,000 to 
60,000 barrels of oil per day 
has been gushing out of the 
ruptured well since the BP- 
leased Deepwater Horizon 
drilling rig sank on April 22, 
some 50 miles (80 kilome¬ 
ters) off the coast of 
Louisiana. 

A containment system has 
captured about 557,000 bar¬ 
rels of oil, but rough seas 
have delayed the deployment 
of a third vessel which is set 
to increase capacity from 
25,000 barrels to 53,000 bar¬ 


rels a day. 

That means an estimated 
1.9 to 3.6 million barrels — or 
79.5 to 153 million gallons — 
of oil has now gushed into 
the Gulf. 

Using the high end of that 
estimate, the spill has now 
surpassed the 1979 Ixtoc 
blowout which took nine 
months to cap and dumped an 
estimated 3.3 million barrels 
(140,000 million gallons) 
into in the Gulf of Mexico. 

In fact the spill is now the 
largest accidental oil leak 
ever, surpassed in size only 
by the deliberate release of 
crude by Iraqi troops during 
the 1991 GulfWar. 


Vlbrren Buffett donates $1.93 billion 
to charities 


NEW YORK CITY - Warren 
Buffett has donated another 
$1.93 billion to five charita¬ 
ble foundations, the third- 
highest amount since the 
investor began donating 99 
percent of his wealth in 2006. 

Buffett donated on Thurs¬ 
day 24.54 million Class B 
shares of his insurance and 
investment company Berk¬ 
shire Hathaway Inc, accord¬ 
ing to a filing yesterday with 
the U.S. Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission. 


The donation grew from 
$1.51 billion in 2009 because 
the Class B shares had risen 
35 percent in price in the year 
ended on Thursday, when 
they closed at $78.81. 

About $1.6 billion of 
Berkshire shares this year 
went to the Bill & Melinda 
Gates Foundation, created by 
the co-founder of Microsoft 
Corp and his wife to address 
education, health and poverty 
problems.

Chavez steps 
up threats 
against TV 
channel 

CARACAS, Venezuela - Pre¬ 
sident Hugo Chavez stepped 
up his threats against Vene¬ 
zuela’s sole opposition-aligned 
television channel yesterday, 
saying its exiled owners are 
trying to destabilize his gov¬ 
ernment and he won't tolerate 
it. 

Chavez called Globovi- 
sion's majority owner 
Guillermo Zuloaga and mino¬ 
rity shareholder Nelson Mez- 
erhane fugitive criminals and 
said he will wait for a while to 
see if they return to face accu¬ 
sations against them. 

If they don't, Chavez said, 
"we'll have to think to see 
what's going to happen to that 
channel.” 


CHARLESTON, West Vir¬ 
ginia (AFP) - President 
Barack Obama yesterday eulo¬ 
gized Robert Byrd, the longest 
serving lawmaker in American 
history, as a Senate "icon” and 
quintessential American. 

Obama, Vice President Joe 
Biden, former president Bill 
Clinton, and a parade of poli¬ 
tical leaders joined mourners at 
a memorial service for Byrd, 
who died on Monday aged 92, 
after 57 years as a lawmaker. 

The president made a veiled 
reference to the moment when 
he first met Byrd, and the ven¬ 
erable senator mentioned his 
regrets for having been a mem¬ 
ber of the white supremacist 
Ku Klux Klan in his youth, be¬ 
fore he embraced civil rights. 

"Like the Constitution he 
tucked in his pocket, like our 
nation itself, Robert Byrd pos¬ 
sessed that quintessential 
American quality, and that is a 
capacity to change, a capacity 
to leam, a capacity to listen, a 
capacity to be made more per¬ 
fect,” Obama said. 

"Years from now, when I 
think of the man we memorial¬ 
ize today, I'll remember him as 
he was when I came to know 
him,” Obama said.

Byrd, a colorful gentleman 
from a bygone age, punctuated 
stem-winding speeches with 
memorized quotes from the 
US Constitution, the Bible, 
Shakespeare and ancient his¬ 
tory and wrote a history of his 
beloved Senate. 

Few senators have wielded 
power as effectively as Byrd. 
Colleagues feared and revered 
his expertise on procedures of 
the Senate, to which he was 
elected in 1958, and his ability 
to funnel state money to his 
home state was legendary.

Will you live to 100? Scientists 
say it f s in your genes 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ex¬ 
plorers the world over have 
long sought the fountain of 
youth, but now researchers 
claim they have hit upon 
something tangible: genetic 
sequences that can predict 
whether you'll live to the ripe 
age of 100. 

A team of scientists from 
Boston University studied 
over 1,000 centenarians to 
develop a system of genetic 
analysis by which they can 
predict — with a 77-percent 
accuracy rate — whether 
someone has a strong chance 
of "exceptional longevity," 
according to findings pub¬ 
lished in the journal Science. 

The predictions can by 
boiled down to the presence 
of 150 genetic variants, 
called single nucleotide poly¬ 
morphisms (SNPs), which 
doctors and researchers 
found to be common among 
the elderly who live substan¬ 
tially longer than the average 
population. 

"We have noticed in the 
study that there is a very 
strong familial component to 
exceptional longevity and 
that in conjunction with some 
other work has always made 
us believe that genetic is 
playing a very important 
role" in longevity, said 
Thomas Peris, a biostatistics 


professor at Boston Univer¬ 
sity School of Public Health 
and co-leader of the study. 

"Centenarians are indeed a 
model of aging well. We have 
noticed in previous work than 
centenarians are disability free 
at the average age of 93 so 
they very much compressed 
their disabilities toward the 
very end of their life." 

Using computer modeling, 
the team tracked the presence 
of the multiple genetic vari¬ 
ants in the study subjects and 
members of control groups to 
identify the most predictive 
SNPs. 

The researchers also iden¬ 
tified 19 different clusters, or 
"genetic signatures" of ex¬ 
ceptional longevity, found in 
90 percent of the subjects, 
with the different signatures 
correlating with differences 
in the prevalence and the age- 
of-onset of diseases such as 
dementia. 

They noted that of the old¬ 
est subjects in the study — 
those age 110 or older — 45 
percent of them had the ge¬ 
netic signature "with the 
highest proportion of 
longevity-associated genetic 
variants." 

Pinpointing such variants, 
the authors said, "may help 
identify key subgroups of 
healthy aging."

But, you don't 
need to remember their 
names to lessen your risk of 
exposure to them. 

3. Marinate meat in olive 
oil and fresh lemon juice- 
based marinades. Research 
shows that these two items 


can reduce the formation of 
the cancer-causing com¬ 
pounds by up to 99 percent 
while cooking. Not to men¬ 
tion that they tenderize the 
meat, add great flavor, and 
help keep it moist during 
cooking. 

4. Choose foods that are 
low in fat like vegetables, 
lean cuts of meat, poultry or 
fish. Heterocyclic amines and 
polycyclic aromatic hydro¬ 
carbons are primarily formed 


when fats are heated to high 
temperatures or fall into the 
flames and create smoke. 

By choosing lean cuts of 
meat and vegetables which 
are naturally low in fat, you 
reduce the chance of these 
compounds forming at all. 

5. Trim excess fat from 
meat prior to cooking it (for 
the same reason as number 
3). 

6. Choose specific herbs 
for your marinades. These 


herbs include: basil, mint, 
rosemary, thyme, oregano, 
and sage. Scientists at the 
Food Safety Consortium 
project at Kansas State Uni¬ 
versity have discovered that 
these herbs drastically reduce 
the formation of heterocyclic 
amines. 

Simply use one or more of 
these herbs, preferably fresh, 
in a marinade prior to and 
during cooking. Plus, they 
add tremendous flavor. 


7. Avoid overcooking veg¬ 
etables. The longer they cook 
the more certain vitamins like 
vitamin C and B-complex vi¬ 
tamins break down. So don't 
overcook them. 

8. Add more vegetables to 
the grill. One of the easiest 
ways to make your BBQ 
healthier is to add more veg¬ 
gies. Making kebabs is a 
great way to do this. By alter¬ 
nating lean meat and vegeta¬ 
bles, the veggies will keep 
the meat moist and add fiber, 
flavor, and nutrients. 

9. Clean your grill prior to 
every use. Not only is it more 
appetizing to eat food that's 
been cooked on a clean grill, 
but you'll be lessening the 
amount of char that you'll be 
eating. The charred parts of 
food can cause free radical 
formation in your body and 
since free radicals are linked 
with premature aging, dis¬ 
ease, and tissue damage, it's 
best to reduce your exposure 
as much as possible. 

If you're trying to eat 
healthy, you really can have 
your grilled food and enjoy it 
too.

Falling unemployment fails to quell 
US recovery fears 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US unemployment rate fell to 
9.5 percent in June as more 
than half a million Americans 
quit the job hunt, adding to pes¬ 
simism about the health of the 
economic recovery. 

The unemployment rate fell 
from 9.7 percent to its lowest 
level in a year, while the num¬ 
ber of jobs actually shrank for 
the first time since December, 
the Labor Department said yes¬ 
terday. 

Some 125,000 posts were 
lost last month, adding to wor¬ 
ries that the economic path 
ahead will be bumpy. 

But the falling unemploy¬ 
ment rate offered a little succor 
to President Barack Obama, 
who is running out of time to 
put the economy back on track 
before congressional elections 
in November. 

"Make no mistake, we are 
headed in the right direction 
but... we are not headed there 
fast enough for a lot of Ameri¬ 
cans. We are not headed there 
fast enough for me either," 
Obama said. 

The White House has re¬ 


peatedly warned that unem¬ 
ployment will remain high for 
the rest of the year, while polls 
show it is a crucial issue with 
voters. 

Most analysts had expected 
the ranks of jobless Americans 
to swell beyond 15 million in 
June, pushing the unemploy¬ 
ment rate up to 9.8 percent. 

In the end the number of un¬ 
employed fell to 14.6 million in 
June as 652,000 Americans left 
the job market and more than 
20,000 took up temporary 
posts. 

"The unemployment rate 
dropped because the labor 
force shrank even more rapidly 
as discouraged workers 
stopped looking for work," said 
analysts at Societe Generale. 

The drop proved to be a 
Rorschach test for Wall Street, 
with some seeing the report as 
evidence of a slow recovery 
and others as an ominous sign 
of problems ahead. 

In recent weeks markets 
have been convulsed by worry 
about a double-dip recession. 

The last quarter has been 
tortuous for the top 30 US 


companies, with the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average losing 
more than 10 percent of its 
value, in large part over fears 
about the fate of the US econ¬ 
omy. 

The biggest cause for con¬ 
cern had been the continued 
weakness of the private sector, 
which created a modest 83,000 
jobs in June, although that fi¬ 
gure was well up from May’s 
revised total of 33,000. 

Faced with an uncertain out¬ 
look and poor access to credit, 
US firms have been reluctant to 
rehire workers. 

But not everyone was 
gloomy. 

"Despite the slightly larger 
drop in payroll numbers, there 
were some positive signs in this 
report," said Jason Schenker of 
Prestige Economics. 

"A recovery is clearly un¬ 
derway, although it will be a 
slow one for the job market," 
said Schenker. 

The June figures showed 
the evaporation of hiring for 
the 2010 Census, which had 
accounted for around 95 per¬ 
cent of new jobs in May.

Dollar may fall; euro eyes

NEW YORK CITY - The U.S. 
dollar may fall next week as 
recent weaker-than-expected 
economic data reinforces the 
view U.S. interest rates will 
stay near zero for some time, 
undermining the currency's 
yield appeal. 

The euro, which rallied 
sharply this week, may extend 
gains above $1.27 in the near 
term, analysts said, as pes¬ 
simism over European debt 
and funding problems eased 
with a break of key technical 
levels adding to bullish mo¬ 
mentum. 

After rising on risk aversion 
as a result of Europe's debt 
troubles in recent months, the 
dollar fell this week in tandem 
with losses in U.S. stocks, 
sparking speculation investors' 
focus may be shifting from the 


euro zone crisis to the possibi¬ 
lity of a stalled recovery in the 
U.S. 

"We are going to see further 
modest pullbacks in the U.S. 
dollar, but the euro is going to 
set the tone," said Ashraf Laidi, 
chief market strategist at CMC 
Markets in London. 

"We may not be far from 
reaching a stage of concerted 
dollar decline because of the 
potential for the Federal Re¬ 
serve prolonging low interest 
rates for a longer period of 
time." 

Testerday, the dollar fell 
against the euro after a report 
showed a larger-than-expected 
drop in U.S. non-farm payrolls 
to 125,000 for June, even as 
the unemployment rate unex¬ 
pectedly fell to 9.5 percent. F 


were up by double-digit per¬ 
centages from June 2009, a 
month when Chrysler 
emerged from bankruptcy 
and General Motors Co filed 
for protection from its credi¬ 
tors. 

But overall sales were 
down from May, raising 
questions about whether the 
industry and investors over¬ 
estimated the strength of 
what is shaping up as a very 
limited recovery from the de¬ 
pressed 2009 levels. 

"June came in fairly ane¬ 
mic," said A1 Castignetti, 
who heads Nissan brand sales 
in the United States. " I think 


a lot of people are looking at 
housing and other indicators 
and just delaying big-ticket 
purchases." 

Some analysts had ex¬ 
pected 2010 U.S. auto sales 
to rebound as high as 12.5 
million vehicles, up from the 
10.6 million sales recorded in 
2009. But the high end of that 
full-year sales forecast now 
appears out of reach, execu¬ 
tives said. 

The lower-than-expected 
U.S. sales come as weaker 
sales in France and the 
prospect of higher taxes in 
markets like Spain deepened 
concern about a double-dip.

Australian scientists develop 
the perfect prawn 



Study: Tibetans adapted to altitude in 
under 3,000 years

SYDNEY, Australia - Scien¬ 
tists have come up with a way 
to satisfy Australians' demand 
for prawns which have become 
the nation's main Christmas 
fare — a genetically bred strain 
of larger, black tiger prawns 
that taste great. 

After 10 years of careful 
breeding and research, Com¬ 
monwealth Scientific and In¬ 
dustrial Research Organisation 
(CSIRO) scientists have bred a 
larger tiger prawn which will 
reduce the need to import the 
popular seafood platter and 
barbecue food. 

The new prawn, which has 
won five gold medals at Aus¬ 
tralian marine aquaculture 
shows in recent years, means 
an increase in prawn yield 
from an average of around 5 
metric tons per hectare to 17.5 
metric tons per hectare. 

"One of the prawn ponds 
actually achieved 24.2 metric 
tons per hectare, which is a 
world record," Bruce Lee, di¬ 
rector of the CSIRO's Food 
Future Flagship. 

With around 50 percent of 
Australia's prawn market im¬ 
ported from overseas, particu¬ 
larly China and Vietnam, the 
genetically-modified tiger 
prawn will deliver quality, sus¬ 


tainable seafood in large quan¬ 
tities, enabling Australia to re¬ 
duce imports, said the CSIRO. 

"You can now produce 
prawns, particularly at times of 
the year when you want them 
fresh. In Australia one would 
like to have fresh prawns is at 
Christmas time," said Lee. 

The black tiger prawn is 
bred in drought-proof salt¬ 
water ponds in a closed loop 
system. 

"The advantages are you 
can now do this sustainably, 
that is you don't have to trawl 
nets across the ocean floor to 
take prawns from the ocean," 
said Lee. 

In keeping with sustainabil¬ 
ity, the prawns are fed a bi¬ 
product of flour grain con¬ 
verted to fish food. 

"We've developed a system 
where we can take waste car¬ 
bon and convert it into a fish¬ 
meal replacement," he said. 

CSIRO said that if, hypo¬ 
thetically, the entire Australian 
tiger prawn industry adopted 
the new breeding program, it 
would increase production to 
12,500 metric tons from 5,000 
metric tons a year, adding 
A$120 million to the value of 
the industry by 2020. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ti¬ 
betans took less than 3,000 
years to adapt to living at high 
altitude, said a new study that 
could lead to insights on dis¬ 
eases linked to pre-birth oxy¬ 
gen deprivation such as 
epilepsy. 

"This is the fastest genetic 
change ever observed in hu¬ 
mans," said Rasmus Nielsen, a 
University of California 
Berkeley biology professor 
who led the statistical analysis 
and genome-wide comparison 
between the Tibetans and the 
Han Chinese. 

According to the study, 
published in the July 2 issue of 
Science magazine, the Ti¬ 
betans and the Han Chinese 
split into two separate popula¬ 
tions some 2,750 years ago, 
with the larger group moving 
to the Tibetan plateau where it 
dwindled while the low-eleva¬ 
tion Han expanded dramati¬ 
cally. 

The Tibetans, however, 
quickly evolved a unique abi¬ 
lity to live above 4,000 meters 
(13,000 feet), where oxygen 
levels are 40 percent lower 
than those at sea level. 

"For such a very strong 
change, a lot of people would 
have had to die simply due to 
the fact that they had the 
wrong version of a gene," said 
Nielsen. 

Comparing the genes of 
both ethnic groups, researchers 
found more than 30 genes with 
DNA mutations that have be¬ 
come more prevalent in Ti¬ 
betans than Han Chinese, 
nearly half of which are related 
to how the body uses oxygen. 

One mutation in particular 
spread from fewer than 10 per¬ 
cent of the Han Chinese to 
nearly 90 percent of all Ti¬ 
betans. It is near a gene called 
EPAS1, a so-called "super ath¬ 
lete gene" identified several 
years ago that is associated 
with improved athletic per¬ 
formance, Nielsen said.

The match was punctuated 
by some thrilling rallies, im¬ 
pressive lobs and duels at the 
net, and while Murray gave 
Nadal a tough test, the Mal- 
lorcan was in imperious form 
and won all the crucial 
points. 

Fourth seed Murray was 
roared on by a home crowd 
on Centre Court, but Nadal 
overcame them both in two 
hours and 22 minutes. 

The French Open cham¬ 
pion faces Czech 12th seed 
Tomas Berdych in Sunday's 
final. 


Nadal, who is chasing his 
eighth Grand Slam final, re¬ 
mains on course for his sec¬ 
ond French 

Open-Wimbledon double. 

The Spaniard is unde¬ 
feated here since the 2007 
final. 

He beat Roger Federer in 
the 2008 final but could not 
defend his title last year due 
to a knee injury. 

The problems - which still 
trouble him - flared up again 
when he was twice forced to 
come back from two sets to 
one down earlier in the tour¬ 
nament, but he seemed un¬ 
hindered as he downed 
Murray. 

The defeat means Britain's 
agonising wait for a Wimble¬ 
don men's finalist goes on.

The AT&T National is his 
only official start between 
last month's US Open and the 
British Open at St Andrews 
in a fortnight. 


Jackson to return as Lakers coach 
next season 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Phil Jackson will return as 
Lakers coach next season, 
putting off retirement for at 
least one more year to pursue 
a 12th NBA title. 

"Count me in," Jackson 
said in a news release on 
Thursday. "After a couple 
weeks of deliberation, it is 
time to get back to the chal¬ 
lenge of putting together a 
team that can defend its title 
in the 2010-11 season. It'll be 
the last stand for me, and I 
hope a grand one." 

Jackson, 64, had said last 
week he was "leaning to¬ 
ward" retirement after guid¬ 
ing the Lakers to a second 
straight NBA crown. 

But the chance of three- 
peat proved too alluring once 
he'd had a chance to get some 
rest at his off-season home in 
Montana. 

Jackson is the winningest 
coach in playoff history and 
the most successful coach in 
league history by almost any 
measure. 

He has a .705 regular-sea¬ 
son winning percentage, a 
record 225 playoff victories 


and two more titles than 
Boston's Red Auerbach. 

He has guided Kobe 
Bryant and the Lakers to five 
titles overall, and won six 
with Michael Jordan's 
Chicago Bulls. 

"We're extremely pleased 


that Phil has decided to re¬ 
turn," Lakers general man¬ 
ager Mitch Kupchak said. 
"He's not only the best coach 
for this team, but quite sim¬ 
ply the best coach in the his¬ 
tory of the NBA."

Evra should never play for France 
again: Thuram 


Shell-shocked Dunga 
feels the pain as reign 
ends 


PARIS (AFP) - Former 
France international Lilian 
Thuram on Friday said that 
current captain Patrice Evra 
should never be allowed to 
represent his country again 
due to his leading role in the 
World Cup player revolt. 

"I asked for the players to 
be severely punished and for 
Patrice Evra never to come 
back into the France team,” 
said Thuram during a meeting 
of the French Football Feder¬ 
ation's (FFF) federal council 
of which he is a member. 

"When you are captain of 
France, there is a responsibil¬ 
ity and a respect for the shirt 
and for people that you have 
to have." 

Thuram, who reported his 
comments to the media after 
the conclusion of the meet¬ 
ing, did not reveal how his 
recommendation was re¬ 
ceived. 

Manchester United left- 
back Evra was reportedly a 
central figure in the France 


squad's decision to boycott a 
training session in protest at 
the exclusion of Nicolas 
Anelka after he clashed with 
coach Raymond Domenech. 

The players remained on 
the team bus after arriving at 
a scheduled public training 
session and issued a state¬ 
ment explaining the reason 
for their protest that was read 
to the media by Domenech, 
whose contract as France 
coach has now expired. 

"When the players shut 
themselves in the bus and it 
was the coach who read the 
statement, that showed that 
the coach was no longer re¬ 
spected," said Thuram. 

"The players were inca¬ 
pable of realising certain 
things." 

France were eliminated at 
the group stage after drawing 
with Uruguay and losing to 
Mexico and South Africa. 

Thuram was capped 142 
times by France and played at 
right-back in the team that 


won the World Cup on home 
soil in 1998, scoring twice — 
his only international goals - 
- in the 2-1 semi-final defeat 
of Croatia. 

"The problem came from 
a lack of authority (from 
Domenech), so that the play¬ 
ers could remain players," 
continued Thuram. 

"The power was taken by 
the players because the feder¬ 
ation no longer had authority 
through the coach. Raymond 
Domenech was an employee 
of the federation. If he didn't 
do what the federation asked 
for, they should have reacted." 

Thuram's remarks fol¬ 
lowed a meeting of the FFF's 
top brass in which Faurent 
Blanc, Thuram's former 
France team-mate, was offi¬ 
cially appointed the new head 
coach of the national side. 

Blanc, who led Bordeaux 
to the French league title in 
2009, is scheduled to make 
his first media appearance in 
his new role next Tuesday. 



PORT EFIZABETH (AFP) - 
Dunga admitted he would 
have to take the rap for 
Brazil's World Cup heart¬ 
break after his four-year reign 
as head coach ended with a 
quarter-final defeat at the 
hands of the Netherlands. 

"We are all responsible for 
this situation but I have the 


greatest responsibility," 
Dunga said after his ten-man 
side went down to a shock 2- 
1 defeat that ended any hope 
he may have harboured of 
winning an extension of his 
stay in the post. 

"We are all extremely sad¬ 
dened, we did not expect 
this," Brazil’s 1994 World 
Cup-winning captain added. 

"We knew it would be a 
delicate, difficult game. In 
the first half we played better 
than in the second but we 
were were not able to main¬ 
tain the same rhythm. 

"We could not maintain 
the same level of concentra¬ 
tion. Any World Cup match is 
90 minutes and it is the small 
details that count." 

Dunga declined to criticise 
either Melo or goalkeeper 
Julio Cesar, who was at fault 
on the Dutch equaliser. 

"Felipe Melo was sent off 
but it not the first time that 
has happened in a World Cup 
match," the coach said. "We 
are all responsible." 

Dunga's contract with 
Brazil expires after this tour¬ 
nament and he appeared to 
hold out no hope of being of¬ 
fered a new deal that would 
enable him to lead the na¬ 
tional team into the next 
World Cup, which Brazil will 
host. 

"I was contracted for four 
years and we knew that from 
the start," he said. 

"During the last four years 
I have been very happy to 
coach this Brazilian team and 
if you look at the players 
faces you would understand 
how they feel. 

"I am very proud of these 
players and the dignified way 
they represented the country."
